The Discussion in Frankfort. 

Messrs. Geo. W. Johnson, John M. Harlan, 
and John Jackson, candidates to represent 
this District in the Electoral College, and rep- 
resentatives respectively of the cause of 
Breckinridge, Bell, and Douglas, discussed 
the issues of die canvass at the court-house in 
this place on Saturday night. 

Mr. Harlan opened the debate. We allude 
elsewhere to one of his positions, and as to 
tho others, we know of none at present de- 
manding a response from us, except sonic per- 
sonal assaults and insinuations aimed at Maj. 
Breckinridge, and founded upon minute in- 
vestigations into his private motives, move- 
ments, and acts, which we deem to be of a 
character outside of the pale of a thoroughly 
high-toned discussion. In justice to Mr. Har- 
lan, it is proper to state that these charges 
originated with others, and came ready made 
to his hands from sources he deemed responsi- 
ble. They are untrue, however, and in our 
judgment contemptible. Why mar an other- 
wise respectable and creditable argument with 
the cxcrescencies to which we allude? Calum- 
nies, like chickens, will come home to roost. 
It is worse than folly to insinuate before the 
people of tho Ashland District that Major 
Breckinridge skulked from the observation of 
his neighbors and fellows — that he had will - 
fully forfeited his word, or that he had done 
what Ire himself or his friends were ashamed 
of. The insinuation involves an attack upon 
his private character as a gentleman. It is an 
unwarranted indignity leveled at one whose 
hands are tied, but who has thousands of 
friends in this district, who will resent it and 
bear it in mind for many days to come as an 
alfront to themselves. The applause of weak 
and unthinking friends may be agreeable, but 
the outspoken testimony of honorable oppo- 
nents is no less valuable. Let not an over- 
weening love of the one incur tho loss of the 
other for Mr. Harlan. Perhaps in Mr. Breck- 
inridge's political antecedents, in his public 
attitude as a candidate, and in the condition 
of the country, present and future, which sub- 
jects Mr. Harlan did mention, he can find 
scope sufficient for a display of his talents 
without trenching upon forbidden ground.

Major Breckinridge's Visit to West 
Liberty and Owingsville— Full Partic- 
ulars. 

A fews days since Maj. Breckinridge went 
to West Liberty, in Morgan county, Ky., in 
compliance with an outstanding promise to 
some of his friends there to visit that place 
during the fall. He went as a private citizen, 
without seeking or wishing any public de- 
monstrations along the way, and attended by 
a few friends. He went because he desired 
to go, and had tho right to go there or else- 
where, at the call of either business or pleas- 
ure. He did not see fit to employ a corps of 
short-hand reporters. Ho neglected to build 
a telegraph line in that mountainous country, 
and we believe intentionally failed to invite 
any of the tribe of small bipeds, who busy 
themselves in noting his changes of linen 
and the number of times in a day he may be 
naturally called from his chamber to other 
necessary outside appendages of a dwelling, 
to take scats in his carriage and accompany 
him. Perhaps this was an oversight on his 
part; but it is fact we are bound to admit. He 
arrived at West Liberty, and was warmly 
greeted by over two thousand men and women 
assembled to see him. He was called upon 
to make a speech, but refused. In a few words 
he thanked the people for their hospitality, 
alluded to the imposing demonstration in 
honor of himself, referred the people to his 
Lexington speech for his positions upon polit- 
ical questions, and took his seat. He occupied 
between ten and fifteen minutes' time in thus 
oiFcring an apology for not complying with 
the request of tho crowd that he should make 
them a speech. Other persons addressed the 
people at length upon the political issues of 
the canvass, and we trust that some of our 
correspondents will furnish the full particulars 
of the meeting for publication. 

After staying at West Liberty as long as he 
wanted to, Maj. Brcckinripge started on his 
way home, and in going in that direction 
stopped for awhile at Owingsville, a village 
in Bath county, where he staid all night. On 
arriving at that place late in the evening he 
was met and welcomed by a large number 
of friends and admirers who had gathered from 
town and country, which crowd, wo state for 
the benefit of those having an ungovernable 
passion for the minutiae of such matters, was 
variously estimated at from one thousand to 
twelve hundred persoas. He again refused to 
make a speech, replying to the request of the 
crowd just as he did at West Liberty, and tak- 
ing about the same number of minutes to make 
his excuse. Others, among whom was Hon. 
James B. Clay, made speeches to a large, at- 
tentive, and appreciative audience. Altogeth- 
er, this little excursion proved highly agrce- 
hle to Maj. Breckinridge himself, and all who

More of tlic irrcprc»s>iblc Conflict. 

SrKKCH Q¥ MR. SKWAUU AT LANSING, MICHIGAN, 
SEPtKMBKR 6, 1S60. 

There were several stands from which speeches 
were made by local politicians, but the chief in- 
terest was centered in Mr. Seward. He declared 
that he had not a feeling of prejudice against 
any man for any difference of religious or politi- 
cal opinions. He had not n word to say against 
the conduce ot any politician. He wanted to 
speak only af principles. The great work of 
humanity on this continent was the organization 
of a nation. Within the last two years they had 
incorporated two new States, and within the next 
ten years they would incorporate four more. It 
was practically of uo importance to any one of 
all those who heard him whether slavery was 
voted up or voted down; but to their posterity 
it was of much consequence, as the attainment of 
independence was. They weie all ambitious, 
however, that the nation which they would leave 
to their posterity should be as great, as glorious, 
as ever the sun shone upon — a nation En which 
every man should live safely. There could be no 
actual free Republicanism in the world when all 
the members of society were not free. He show- 
ed the necessity of an emigration of free men in 
building up a nation, and asked what would be 
the result if such emigration were prevented. 
Foreign nations would send their convicts here as 
they had formerly done. What kind ol labor 
would they have then — such labor as their ances- 
tors had in South Carolina and Georgia? They 
would have African laborers, brought here by 
Boston and New York merchants. They had 
got this free emigration, because in 1787 their 
fathers declared that neither slavery nor involun- 
tary servitude slfould ever exist in the Territory 
of Michigan. Was there a man now in this State 
who would wish to have a slave I. ere? (Cries of 
"No, no.") Slavery and freedom cannot exist 
in the same State; they are incompatible: there 
is an "irrepressible conflict" between them. — 
fLaughter.) Introduce slavery, and you expel 
freedom; introduce freedom, and slavery will 
sooner or later die. It has been always my policy 
to take care that every new State should be a tree 
State, and / will favor as long as I can, with the 
limits of constitutional action, the decrease and 
diminution of African slavery in all the States. 
(Applause.) That is the whole question. If I 
am wrong, then I am egregiously wrong, and you 
may abandon me and my alternatives. If I am 
wrong in pronouncing slavery inexpedient, you 
will of course accept it. 

When did you ever read or see of a State peo- 
pled exclusively by freemen that was in any 
danger at home or abroad? Never. Is there a 
slave State, or a State that ever was a slave State 
on the continent of America, and which still re- 
tains any vestige of slavery, tint does not to-day 
confess itself to be iu danger of domestic insur- 
rection? Not one. A handful of madmen 
meeting in Chatham, and going with a few pikes 
and spears, alarm and terrify the oldest and 
once the greatest aud leading State in the Fed 
eral Union, with the panic of insurrection and 
civil war. It comes back to you in every State, 
Kentucky expels the free man who defends free- 
dom witnin hi r limits, and Tennessee subjects 
to the stake and fagot the slave who aspires to 
freedom. Not from leelings of cruelty, but 
f rom alarm fur the safety of the State; and what 
do we hear from Texas now, but that that new 
State still newer than Michigan, but having, as she 
thought, tenfold the elements of wealth and 
strength, and prosperity, its convulsed with pan- 
ic bee;. use ol slavery being brought into debate 
among a portion of her citizens. But you will 
ask me, what have you to do with this? Why 
not adopt the Opposition policy of non-interven- 
tion, and let those who Tke slavery have it, aud 
those who like freedom have freedom? I will 
answer you very simply. You maintain now a 
standing army of about fifteen thousand men, 
and a standing navy which is very large, though 
not very efficient. Can any min tell me what 
wo maintain them for? Do we maintain them 
to keep peace in the State of Michigan, or New 
York, or Massachusetts? Do we maintain an 
army and navy to keep out civil war amongst 
ourselves in the free States? Not at all. Do 
we maintain this army and navy to defend us 
against foreign States? 

There is not a nation on the face of the earth 
that d iro attack any one of these free States if 
they were all separated and disunited from the 
Union. Not one. [Applause.] There is no 
such thine, then, as danger, and vet we are keeping 
an army and navy, for what? In order that slaves 
may not escape from the slave States to the free, 
and that freed or emancipated negroes in the 
free States may not enter and introduce civil 
war into the slave States, and because that, if we 
provoke a foreign enemy, the Southern frontier 
is exposed to invasion from England, France, 
and Spain. That is the whole object of our 
army and navy. Have I not, then, a right to say 
that I Would rattier have no army and no navy? 
That I would rather not wring from the Irccmen 
of the United States money to su-tain the army 
and navy, which in their very influences corrupt 
public virtue? Certainly, that is my duty as a 
patriot. What, then, are my limits? Simply 
these: The Constitution makes you and me a 
sovereign over the Territories of the United 
States for their good and for the welfare of the 
whole people. They are vacant, unoccupied, un- 
improved, and if they are left exposed to the 
cupidity of the slave lU'ister and the slave mer- 
chant before free men can reach there in numbers 
to cover the land with the civilization of the 
white man, the slaveholder would enter the Ter- 
ritories and oolonize them with slaveholders and 
slaves. The smallest possible infusion of slave- 
ry into a State has been enough always to demor- 
alize its whole people, and, stranze to say.it turns 
them all into apologists and excusers and defend- 
ers of slavery, a principle which, I am ashamed 
to confess, has been the rule of action among 
the American people for forty years. It is (hat 
we do so love peace that we do so love harmony, 
that we do so love fraternity w ith our fellow-citi- 
zens, that when they will not give up an error we 
become silent in order to keep peace. ( Appl iu>e.) 
If Gen. Cass had been able, at the time he failed 
in supporting the great policy of Michigan, to 
have introduced oue thousand slaves into the cir- 
cuit around me, Michigan would have been a 
slave State for forty years to eomc. That is 
what has done the mischief in Texas. Texas 
was open to you ami me. We left Texas to be 
taken by slaveholders and slaves, and for the 
sake of peace we agreed to let them have five 
slave States there, while we thought to save one 
free State in Kansas. There is no virtue among 
us — no reliance, or good, or morality, or truth, or 
justice that is equal to our patriotism, our willing- 
ness to surrender everything else, under the threat 
that if we do not give un right, truth, justice, 
liberty, and everything else, the great temtile of 
liberty will be set on fire and consumed. I have 
no hope of the people of the United Slates unless 
as it grows and is inspired by sympathies with 
such people as you are. A BOM cannot be a free- 
man, and cannot appreciate the interest of the 
State, unless ho owns his own land. 

What is that man fit for as a citizen of a free 
country who is williug that another man should 
own him? You may say There is no man so base 
as that. I am sorry to say that there are a great 
many; but 1 have such confiding trust inhuman 
nature that if you bring the matter fairly home to 
any right-minded man, he would much rather say- 
that you might make a slave of him rather than fix 
your manacles on any man within his protection 
ami under his care. (That's the talk.) It is, 
therefore, a matter of the highest consequence 
whether slavery is voted up or voted down. Be 
sure, therefore, that you do not give the field to 
the slaveholders and the slaves before free men 
are at liberty and prepared to enter it. You, 
then, come to the great question of the irrepres- 
sible contlict between freedom and slavery. 
Those who think that a nation can be wise and 
prosperous and happy that retains slaves, will 
hare another opportunity at the next Presidential 
election to secure the machinery by which it can 
be done. On the other hand, all of us who have 
enlisted in this great civic contest on which the 
eyes of the whole world are set, will then find 
that all we have to do is to take care that we do 
.not suffer differences among ourselves or any 
other cause to divide us, and one sinqle admim- 
istration will settle this question finally and for- 
ever. Thoso who now tear us the most will be 
those very States that will confide iu us the long- 
est, and will thank us for having at last opened 
up to them the way which leads them back into 
the American family, restores to them the frater- 
nal affection of their brethren, and secures to 
all of us the respect and confidence of urankiud. 



The Douglas Dcmni.striKioii in Lou- 
lt»ville. 

We make the following extracts from the 
Courier's description of the late grand ovation 
to Douglas in tliis State: 

That which for weeks had been fugled and fuz 
zed through the Opposition prints — the arrival ol 
Douglas, and his grand reception — actually took 
place Saturday afternoon. 

Just afternoon, Saturday, a discharge of artil- 
lery announced the approach of Senator Doug- 
las. He was met in Indiana with a speech from 
our feilow citizen, Jams Speed, ami from the 
border land conveyed to the shores of Kentucky 
by a ferry boat that seemed to try to puff inordi- 
nately under its responsibility. 

At last the crall readied the Kentucky shore. 
The chieftain of Squatter Sovereignty was placed 
in a magnificent carriage, drawn by four beautiful 
bays, and thence through a promiscuous and gap- 
ing crowd he was made^man more than God by 
the set of fond worshipers who bow at his shrine 
in Louisville. 

Mr- Douglas and cortege passed down Main 
street, and were received everywhere with those 
manifestations due those more honest and patri- 
otic. Arriving at the hotel he was Served with 
that "collation" that has best befit his journtyings 
for months pi.st. After a rest of- an hour he was 
again put under way by the engineers of his corps, 
aud proceeding up Sixth street and out Broadway 
to Preston's woods, reached the point of his 
destination and of his speech. 

There was a large crowd assembled at Pres- 
ton's woods; chiefly drawn through curiosity; for 
the procession from the city thitherward that 
accompauied Mr. Douglas, amounted to seven 
carriages and four furniture wagons. 

The speech of Mr. Douglas was mainly con- 
fined to an attack upon Mr. Breckinridge. His 
'■hief idea appeared to be to present our gallant 
and glorious candidate in the same slough of 
despond he was himself, and then argue as to re- 
sult and consequence- 
He labored to show that Squi.tterism was all 
right, and that which wasn't Squattcrism was all 
wiong. He endeavored to point out the incon- 
sistencies of others, adroitly concealing his own 
political tergiversations. He charged Mr. Br eck- 
inridge with leading a disunion paily; neglecting, 
however, in this connection, to inlorm his adher- 
ents that Herschel V". Johnson, the second on his 
ticket, has avowed what are called the broadest 
disunion sentiments. He forgot to add that .Mr. 
Johnson has never recanted his opiuious, whether 
right or wrong. 

It was particularly noticed that Mr. Douglas 
hail not one word to say about John Bell, of Ten- 
nessee. His assaults were directed towards the 
venerable Chief Magistrate of our country, and 
the Hun. John C. Breckinridge. The ma once 
wounded his pride. Pround as Lucifer if not as 
bad, since then Douglas has pursued Mr. Buchan- 
an with bitter and unrelenting hatred. Breckin- 
ridge, standing boldly up for the equality of all 
the States, demanding for an oppressed and weak 
section only its constitutional rights, and deter- 
mined to accept no less; honest in his public life, 
and pure in his private lile, Breckinridge stands 
in the way of the promotion of (his unscrupulous 
m m. From this arises the warfare Douglas has 
waged against the great Keutuckian, who is in- 
vulnerable to the malicious assaults of this bold 
but reckless politician. Bell, who is the champion 
of Know Nothingism — that foulest blot upon our 
political escutcheon — is passed by in silence — 
The Chieltain of the Squatters fights those only 
who stand by the Constitution aud the reserved 
rights of the State. II he can stand it, however, 
the country can. 

Kentuekians know too well the position of (heir 
leader to be misled by such subterluge. The 
meeting in Preston's woods was largely attended. 
Through curiosity men and women ol all parlies 
attended. A man like Douglas, who has made 
himself to notorious, is of course an object of 
public gaze. For this reason thousands were 
drawn together at Preston's woods. They a-x in- 
bled to see the most notorious man in America. 
Probably had he been a highwayniau they would 
h .ve paid him the same respect.

Lynchburg, Va., Sept. 17, leCO. 
Dear Sir: The campaign has just now fairly 
set in for the Presidency. The followers of Bell 
and Everett have had their way until recently, 
and have bragged high, but their course has now 
aroused the true Democracy, and their greatest 
and best men are now taking the field, and such 
a drubbing as we will give them will be refresh- 
ing. 

Mr. O. Jennings Wise, of the Enquirer, cal- 
culates t 1 at Mr. Breckinridge can and will get 
1 (H) ,000 votes in Virginia, which is about lti.UUU 
votes above any vote ever given any one in Vir- 
ginia, white our Auditor's books show that we 
have the rise of 300,000 votes in Virginia. We 
can always have a reserve sufficient for the occa- 
sion, and il the people become excited, and be 
lleve that our cause is in danger, the desired nam 
ber will come out, even if it be necessary to gel 
lUO.OOO voles to beat the Opposition. 

The cause of Douglas is losing ground every 
day, and the main reliance ot many has been the 
foreign vote, both German aud Irish, but the 
Richmonder Anzeiger, the German paper in Rich* 
inond has now hoisted the name of Breckinridge 
and Lane, andits editor, Mr. Baatel, addressed a 
large German meeting in the German language 
last Friday in Richmond, also James Lyons, the 
Breckinridge elector. The proceedings of the 
meeting were closed with a speech iu the Gemau 
language by O. Jennings Wise, Esq. The cause 
is now progressing gloriously. 

We had a speech in this city last Friday from 
Roger A. Pryor, Esq., the Demosthenes of Vir- 
ginia, aud expect the Hon Win. L Yancey in a day 
or two. We are already making gains from the 
Opposition which will tell iu this election. 

Until recently, the Democracy of Virginia have 
been a little scared, and w hile large bets have 
been made in Richmond on the State, it was 
coupled with North Carolina, which Stale is now 
conceded to Mr Breckinridge by belling men, 
and any amount which can be named will be ta- 
ken by the Democrats of Richmond on that 
Slate.

Yancey mid the Ohio Democracy. 

The Hon. Wm. L. Yancey was lately invi- 
ted by the National Democratic State Central 
Committee of Ohio to speak in that State. 
In his reply he says it is out of his power to 
accept the invitation. After explaining the 
misrepresentations in regard to the Southern 
League, he dissects the position of Judge 
Douglas, and closex as follows: 

On the other hand, the South simply stands on 
the Constitution as it has bceu expounded by (he 
Dred Scott ease. We claim that our people have 
the siimc Constitutional privilege the Northern 
people have to go and reside in a common Teritory 
with any property we own. We claim that no 
policeman shall meet us on the border and pre- 
vent our entering with slaves, while he lets pass 
an Ohio man with cattle. When there, being 
under a Government instituted to govern the Ter- 
ritory with reference to the rights of all , w e shall 
be allowed to remain there until , in time, the peo- 
ple form a State Const ilulion, and are admitted 
into the Union. In that event, the majority can 
say whether the new State will recognize or pro- 
hibit slavery. If they prohibit, the South utters 
no complaint, and will vote for its admission 
into the Union, or not, as other questions may 
determine. 

Ours, then, is, in fact, the true dnctrine of 
"nou-intervention." Mr. Douglas' doctrine is 
"non-intervention by Congress" hut intervention 
by a legislative majority in a Territory. We say 
intervention by neither Congress nor Territorial 
Legislature, to prohibit or establish; but if the 
latter does intervene to the injury of n citizen, 
then Congress, its creator, shall in terrene to pre 
veut or remedy the barm.

fact that Kcllar was rendering them medical 
service, but also warrants Ihe conclusion that 
he assented to such service by permitting it 
to continue so long without objection. And 
lor that reason we think tho county Judge 
ought to have granted a new trial and erred 
in refusing it. 

The judgment for costs upon the appeal to 
the County Court complained of by appellee 
on cross appeal, was manifestly improjier. 

The Rev. Stat. (2 vol. Stanton's edition, 260) 
expressly provide that on the trial of such ap- 
peals, if the decision is more favorable to the 
appellant than the judgment appealed from, he 
is entitled to his costs. 

For the errors indicated the judgment is 
reversed upon the original and cross appeals, 
and cause remanded for a new trial and fur- 
ther proceedings not inconsistent with this 
opinion.

Kcllar 
vs. 
Bate. 

This was an action by Kellar against Bate 
before a justice of Jefferson county, for a bill 
for medical services. rendered the slaves of 
Bate. Kellar obtained a judgment for $110 
— the amount claimed. Bate appealed to the 
County Court, and tho law and facts having 
been submitted to the County Judge, he ren- 
dered a judgment for Kellar for $(i and costs. 
From that judgment Kcllar has appealed, and 
complains that the court erred in refusing to 
adjudge to him the amount of his account, 
and in overruling his motion for a new trial; 
and Bate, by a cross-appeal, complains of the 
judgment for costs. 

Stites, Chief Justice, delivered the opinion 
of the Court: 

The County Judge, as appears from his 
opinion, refused judgment for the full amount 
of the bill sued for, because of the supposed 
failure of Kellar to show that Bate had em- 
ployed him us a physician for his slaves, or 
had recognized him iu that capacity whilst 
attending them, or ever assented to the rendi- 
tion of the services as charged, but gave judg- 
ment for $G upon the ground that services to 
that extent were indispensably necessary to 
the safety of the slaves, whose condition, 
wl-.cn such service was rendered, did not ad- 
mit of any delay for the purpose of obtaining 
the master's assent. 

If medical aid be rendered a slave in a case 
of necessity which does not admit of a pre- 
vious application to the master, and to which 
he cannot be presumed to have assented be- 
cause ignorant of the facts, wo have no doubt 
but that the person rendering the service 
would bo entitled to compensation from the 
master. In such case the law would raise an 
implied promise to pay, on the ground that 
the master was legally bound to make suita- 
ble provision for his slave. Except, however, 
in the class of cases mentioned, requiring in- 
stant and indispensable assistance, and not ad- 
mitting of delay to obtain the assent of the 
master, the latter would not lie liable for med- 
ical services rendered his slave without his as- 
sent. So recognized in Dunbar vs. Williams, 
lOtJi Johns )ii's lleports. 

The assent necessary to charge the master 
with the value of the service rendered to his 
slave may, like any other fact, be established 
by direct testimony; or it may be presumed 
from his aci|uiescence in the medical treatment 
of his slave, continued for a length of time 
without objection by him; or from any other 
facts indicating his willingness that tho service 
should be rendered. 

We concur in opinion with tho County I 
Judge, that the case before us is not one • 
which authorizes a judgment for the full | 
amount of. the demand without evidence of 
assent of the owner of the slaves tliat appel-

evidence to warrant the conclusion that the 
owner had assented to tho rendition of tho 
services, and for that reason are of opinion that 
a new trial should have been awarded to ap- 
pellant. 

Tho value and extent of service is 
placed beyond any doubt by the evidence of 
Dr. Marshall, who proved that he, with ap- 
pellant, had attended the slaves for twenty- 
two days, and left them in tho exclusive 
charge of appellant, who continued to wait 
upon them, or two of them, until they finally 
recovered. Marshall proved that the slaves 
to whom medical attention was rendered were 
children, living with their mother in the city 
of I.K}uisville; that they all belonged to ap- 
pellee, and were under his dominion; that 
appellee was in town several times a week du- 
ring the time, and only lived six miles from 
Louisville; and that he promised Marshall to 
pay his bill for services, although he, Mar- 
shall, was only called in by the mother of 
tho slaves as a consulting physician with ap- 
pellant. Appellant attended upon the slaves 
for thirty days, including the period that Mar- 
shall attended with him. It also appeared 
that one of the slaves died whilst both physi- 
cians were in attendance. 

Now. in view of these facts, it is difficult, 
we think, to resist the conclusion that appellee 
was apprised of the condition of his slaves, 
their need of medical attention, and the fact 
that they were receiving such attention both 
from appellant and Marshall. 

That these liicts were all known to him is 
not only evident from the nature of the rela- 
tions subsisting between master and slave, 
but rendered still more apparent by the readi- 
nc-is with which he agreed to pay Marshall's 
bill. His charges must have been as well for 
consultation as attendance, and can it be be- 
lieved tint appellee would have acknowledged 
his liability for such charges without having 
b-'en well apprised when and with whom the 
consultations were had? 

It seems to us that the facts stated demon- 
strate very clearly not only that Hate had 
notice of the condition of his slaves, aud the
